The .'^iilis make deliglitfiil patients, 
once ciiieil ol their unpleasant liabil 
ot siiiltiiig. 'I'hey are very like bi^ 
children. Ofliii alter lieiiii; seoldcd lor 
u.nc plight offence, one would find 
a man «ilh the pheel over his face, 
or lying with his fai e to ilie «all, 
sulking like u naiigliiy eliild: but a 
pal on the shoulder and a cheerful 
"dobro" (good) from Sister, and he 
would be all smiles again. .Most of 
them made a good deal uf noise overj 
tbe dressing of their wounds, but thai 
Is not to be wondered at, us some of 
them were terrible. , 
Our work In Serbia was not only for 
men. We were begged to take in 
women and children as well, as there 
wèrc so few doctors for the civil popu- 1 
lation. and ibis wc were delighted lo 
do. M'c fitted lip a nice ward for 
them, Awi did what «e could. .V great 
many children came for treatment.' 
quite a niiiiibcr suflciing from tuber- 
cular disease. It was difficult with 
our small knowledge of the language 
to make the nioiheis understand what 
•wo wauled them to do. but It Is won- 
derful what one can accomplish with 
a few words from three or four dif- 1 
fercnt tongues, and I think they dldj 
tbelr best to carry out our instruc-| 
lions. 

Among our women patients was a 
dear littlo Roumanian, who was a 
great farorlte, as, although she wa^ 
suffering from an incurable cancer, 
sho WHS always so cheerful. We used 
lo meet her sometimes when out. and 
she alwnyf. used to kiss our bunds iu 
the charming Serbian fashion. 

.\uotbcr patient was an old gipsy 
with a r.quint, who used to fmokc all 
day. She used Iu tell our foi tunes by 
rards ihioiisli an intoi jiieter, speak- 
ing an odd .'^oil of Jaigou of which we 
did not know nue >vi)i d. 1 am glad to 
say sbc left tin- im iiimi cured.
